Well the most important thing is to decide to get into action--and then 
"Just do it". But are some helpful hints, as I see Ed WE6W has already 
noted. 


1. NEVER...NEVER....NEVER...call the FOX exactly on his transmit 
frequency. This is an absolute No-No! Instead, call him/her maybe 
300-400 hz high or low. EG, this is like working DX split (but we are 
very close in frequency in FOXing). 


2. As Ed WE6W suggested....try to zerobeat the last successful hunter. 
You can do this by zerobeating the successful hound during the QSO, and 


calling immediately after the contact ends. The theory is that the FOX 
probably hasn't had time or reason to change freuency. So if you are 
there....he may very wll simply get you. BTW don't tune up at full power 
on the last guy's frequency. 


Of course...the dirty little secret is that xallx the experienced FOX 
hunters are already doing this. So I make it a practice to be perhaps 
50-75hz xdifferent* in frequency from the last guy. This again goes to 
differentiate my signal from all those who are xexactly* zerobeat. 


3. Give your call once or at most twice. Sometimes guys/gals get 
carried away and start simply firing off their calls. This makes it a 
mess for everyone. Be selective about when you shoot! 


When xI* was FOX last Thursday, I was always able to pick up a call 
after hearing it sent only once. Amazing but true. So I was sometimes 
through my exchange while some people were still giving their calls 


foi 


4. NEVER..... NEVER..... NEVER...call the FOX (under any conditions!) 
unless you yourself heard him sign. Don't just "yelp" along with the 
other hunters in the FOX pack. It is obvious when someone is doing this 
because others hear the FOX having a QSO....while some folks are having 
some imaginary conversation!!! 


5. For practice or to warm up....try turning your receive volume 
absolutely as low as you can. Just turn the AF down to almost inaudible 
levels. By doing this you will tune your ears for the occasional very 
weak signals of the f0X. 


Could say more. These are just my $.02 worth. Good luck. Get in there 
and give it a try. Youx will*x like it, guaranteed!

Well, I had an ‘interesting' experience at the rented beach house the 
last few days. I was at Copalis Beach, which I a few miles north of 
Ocean Shores, on the Washington Coast. We were not much more than 200 
yards from the surf, at high tide. 

I'd never been there, but understood there was no support for an 


antenna, so I took the St. Louis Vertical. 
It is my favorite portable antenna, when no natural supports are 
anticipated. 

My particular incarnation uses the W6MMA 80M coil as a base loaded 
coil, and I mount the base coil to a few feet of PVC pipe (it also 
doubles as a container for the collapsed fishing pole) to get it up in 
the air a bit. I use a plastic triangle with a hole for the mast and 
three smaller holes as a guy point. It slips down over the mast to the 
first 'bulge' of the pole; that is just a couple of feet or so above the 
top of the coil. I have three nylon guy lines attached there, and tie 
them off to old aluminum arrow shafts, which I use for guy rope stakes. 

The ribbon cable radials are just allowed to lie wherever they will 
stay, ox in some cases I just tie the ends to a clump of grass. 

This weekend, I had a lot of trouble keeping the antenna tuned. When 
I took it down this morning, the M6MMA coil was full of water! The 4 
foot PVC support pipe was full of water, and the fibreglass mast had 
several sections which were also full of water, and one section near the 
top had decided to 'telescope' into its lower neighbor. The whole thing 
must have weighed 20 pounds when I tipped it over. Water ran out 
everywhere. 


Now I know this is a field antenna, but I had not counted on it being 
also used as a water collection device. The worst part, is that the 
bottom of the W6MMA coil has the BNC RF connector, and the radial wire 
connection just a half inch apart, a bit close when operated underwater. 
I know the 3 watts of RF is a real blow torch, but water cooling is not 
needed. 

The wind this weekend was blowing very hard and occasionally a bit 
harder. The rain was horizontal, well, a bit of an exageration, maybe, 
but not much. And when it stopped raining, the mist from tops of the 
waves was blowing horizontal, right toward my antenna. OK, so it was 
salt water cooled, besides! 

Except for the one pole section which telescoped down, the assembly 
withstood the wind storm vey well. It was just the water which caused 
the problems. It is much better suited to a drier expedition. 

Even so, I managed to make a few contacts using the Emtech NW-30, and 
an old OHR 40M rig. I also built my SW-30 kit, without any help from my 
extensive Elmer 100 files which were safe on the hard drive at home, 
without the relevant QRPp edition which was safely left by the door at 
home (so I would not forget it), and without the help of my magnifying 
glasses which were safe on my workbench. Thank you my son, for your good 
eyes. 

I made my share of dumb mistakes, and found most of them as I looked 
for a part which I should have remaining in the kit, but which seemed to 
have found it's way to a wrong location on the board. 

Now I need to apply power, and try my hand at the infamous "smoke 
test".

Try emailing Icom at 75540.525@compuserve.com(got this address off their 
WEB page). They probably can provide info on this. I had an Icom 728(HF) at 
one time and currently have an IC-820H(VHF/UHF). Both can be run at low QRP 
levels via use of the ALC jack and an outboard circuit that applies © to 
-4v(at least 0 to -4v is for the 820H) to the ALC. The circuit is a 
resistor in series with a pot and a 9v battery. Resistance values depend on 
your rig, and I don't have info for the 746(if you want, I'll snail mail 
you copies of what I have, and you can experiment. As long as you keep ALC 
voltage under your rig's stated max you probably should be ok. Send me your 
snail address if you want the info.). Power can be adjusted from 0 to max 
this way, leaving RF power control at max, and adjusting the ALC for 
desired power out. 


Also, you can - GASP - check your rig's manual, there's probably a Low 
Power Set pot internal to the rig. Adjusting this should let you lower the 
minimum power out(set the RF power control to minimum before making the 
adjustment) without affecting max power out. Use your watt meter to monitor 
power out while you make the adjustments via brief CW keying. 


Hope this helps. Seems simpler than the attenuator you were thinking of - 
only requires a resistor, a pot, a 9v batt, a little wire, a plug to 
connect to the ALC jack, and a box to put the "works" into.

THE GOOD NEWS: 


RIGHT NOW ... conditions are pretty good on the high bands (daylight hours) 
due to the highest solar flux seen in years ... in the 180's. With 
continued solar activity, as expected over the next few days (see ALERT 
below), it could easily hit 200. 10 and 15M have good skip propagation 
for some good DX work, even with QRP! Work the grey-line propagation at 


twighlight for some interesting DX as well (will be posting a short 
explanation of that shortly). 


THE BAD NEWS: 


An outflow of plasma from a coronal hole, carried along by the solar wind, 
reached the earth mid-day today, agitating our geomagnetic field into 
active and even sub-storming conditions. (K index has been 3-4 since 
about noon, and todays planetary A-index was 11). Sundays two M-class 
flares, always hurling charged particles into space, will likely collide 
with our poor old magnetic field later tonight or tomorrow, keeping 
conditions on the lower bands quite noisy. This could persist into the 
weekend and could even reach major geomagnetic storm levels. This will 
effect 80 and 40M the most, daytime or night. 


THE REALLY BAD NEWS: 


In yesterdays tutorial, I explained how region 8920, near the center of 
the sun, was building in magnetic complexity, and categorized as a delta 
group. These are areas to watch for a major flare or two. Today, this 
region produced two small M-class flares, for which the particle 
radiation from the shock wave will hit the earth late thursday or friday, 
keeping the geomagnetic field at active to minor storm levels. 


THE REALLY, REALLY BAD NEWS 
*x*k*k SOLAR FLARE ALERT *x*x 


As a result of how dynamic this region has become, several solar 
organizations have issued a SOLAR FLARE ALERT for this area for the next 
5 days, with the next 2-3 days the highest probability. This means there 
is a high potential for a large M-class, or even an X-class flare. We've 
had a few of these already, but they have always been on the solar edges, 
missing the earth. If there is a major flare in the next few days, the 
tremendous shock wave and coronal mass ejection will assuredly smack into 
the earth, since this region is located near the sun's center meridian. 
If large enough, this will cause MAJOR to SEVERE geomagnetic storming, 

if not HF blackout conditions. This could very well wipe out the HF bands 
over the New Year's weekend. So if you plan on operating Straight Key 
Night or something, you better keep an eye on the K and A index. 


Listen to WWV at 18 minutes past each hour for the current planetary K 
index. K of 5 is a minor storm, K=6 is a major storm and 7-9 is, well, 
just pretty ugly. Technically, called SEVERE. 


Large flares will also trigger auroral activity seen in the northern U.S., 
and of course the larger the flare event, the further south the aurora 
can be seen. 


On the web, I would recommend checking www.sel.noaa.gov/today.html 


Scroll down a bit to get to the GOES satellite plots of solar x-ray 
emissions (3-days worth). If you check it right now, you will see 
todays two M-class flares, producing a fair amount of x-ray energy. 
Watch this plot periodically, and a major flare, which will produce a 
major amount of x-ray emission, will be obvious. Travel time from the 
major flare event to impact with the earth averages about 55 hours, 
although some major flares, it can be 6 hours faster than that. 


Scroll down a bit more and you will see the plots for particle emissions 
and such, but at the bottom is the 3-hour updates of the K-index. Yellow 
means active/minor storming, and red bars is major storming. 


This will allow you to kept abreast of world affairs and plan your 
weekend DXing and on the air activities accordingly. Of course I will 
post any major flare activity for those who don't have web access. 


DISCLAIMER: This information is presented for education purposes and 

to understand what happens during the active sun. It is NOT intended 

to keep you off the air; never go QRT because the sun is acting up. Just 
an explanation in case the bands appear dead ... it might be they are!

I am usually using DD-1 digital counter for OHR-500. 
I like it, but I needed ‘easy operation' sometimes. 


I installed Freq-mite (Small Wonder Labs) to OHR-500 inside. 
It was usuful unit kit indeed.

I do not use OHR's internal keyer unit this time.

For those of you new to a solar cycle, an interesting form of working 
DX is called "working grey line." This simply means working 15M or 
10M during twilight hours. 


Here's what happens: 


During the day, solar radiation collides with the molecules in our 
ionosphere, ripping off electrons. These electrons are called "free 
electrons" because they are not attached to an atom or molecule. All 

of these free electrons cause the density of the ionosphere to increase. 
The more dense the ionosphere, the higher the frequency that is reflected 
back to earth. Our electron density is what determines the maximum 
usable frequency (MUF), and the action of solar radiation separating 
electrons from the molecules is called IONIZATION. 


During the day, solar radiation causes ionization to stratisfy, that is 
to form distinct layers. The layer closest to the earth is called the 
D-Layer. It does not reflect signals generally, but does absorb some 
of the energy, and hence the D-layer is often called the "absorption 


layer." Higher up in our ionosphere, we find the E and F layers. These 
layers DO reflect the signals back to earth if below the MUF, and is 
exactly what causes "skip propagation." So during the day, the sun is 


ionizing the D, E and F layers (there are actually two F layers, called 
Fl and F2). Your 10M signal must travel through the D-layer, getting 
attenuated, then bounces back from the E or F layer to some exotic DX 
spot, passing through the D-layer for more absorption again. But since 
solar radiation has to travel the farthest to get the D-layer, absorption 
is usually fairly minimal. So far ... middle of the day ... we have 
moderate absorption, and good skip propagation. 


AT SUNDOWN ... solar radiation no longer strikes our ionosphere right 
above our heads, and ionization stops. This means there is no solar 
radiation to form free electrons. In fact, without this solar radiation, 
these free electrons tend to get attracted back to recombine with their 
host molecules. This is called "recombination." (Gee, how original!). 
Recombination, when it starts to get dark, causes the electron density 


to go down, forcing the MUF to do down as well, which is why by total 
darkness, 10M (and a bit later 15M) are completely dead. The MUF is 
far below 28MHz. 


The D-layer is the FIRST layer where ionization stops, since the sun 
light is no longer reaching near the surface of the earth, but is still 
illuminating (and ionizing) the ionosphere far above our heads. (For 

the same reason we can see satellites pass overhead in the early 

evening ... it's dark on the ground, but the satellites are still being 
illuminated). As the D-layer goes into recombination, the electron 
density goes down, and the absorption does down. This is why signals 
appear stronger at night, because there is less absorption by the D-layer 
at night. 


BUT DURING TWILIGHT ... OR IN THE "GREY LINE" ... the D-layer suddenly 
causes little absorption to signals passing through it, while the E and 

F layers are still being ionized by sun light. This makes for about a 
45-60 minute of interesting operating, ESPECIALLY FOR QRPers. There is 
almost no signal attenuation, while the MUF is still very high, so long 
distance skip is still possible. However, when the sun quits illuminating 
the E and F layers, the MUF can drop dramatically ... sometimes with a 

few minutes of warning, sometimes between heartbeats. So when you 
establish contact, get the QSL info fast -hi. 


One other advantage of grey-line DX, is your signals tend to reflect 

off the edge of the ionized portion of the upper layers. This means 
propagation will often be in a southerly direction, bouncing along the 
shaddow, or terminator, between sunlight and dark. This is good for 
working into South America and the south pacific. Your signals can also 
bounce northward along the terminator, bending around the pole, and 

down the MORNING terminator across eastern Europe, the middle East and into 
Africa (depending on time of year). So grey-line DX also affords an 
opportunity to work portions of the world not usually accessible during 

the day, where propagation tends to be more east-west circuits. 


The same principals apply at sunrise, as the upper ionosphere begins to 
become ionized, while the D-layer is still dark and offers low absorption. 
Although, the MUF in the morning generally does not support propagation 

on 10M, so most people enjoy grey-line work on 20M or 15M (if open). 
Morning grey-line can even been eventful on 80 and 40M, just due to the 
low absorption before the sun starts heating the D-layer. 


And remember, 10 and 15M (and often down to 30M) are NOT generally 
bothered by a geomagnetic storm. So even during major geomagnetic 
storming, the higher bands may be open and fairly quiet. And even if 
a bit noisy, then the short period of grey-line operating can still 
produce a couple of good QSO's. 


Hope this help explain the "grey line" phenomenon, and hope it helps 
you snag a few new ones.

The "primer" you need for aluminum is usually 

"Zinc chromate". In the old days, it was a kind of 
yellowish-green color, but today, it's available in 
several other colors! 


If you're painting aluminum that has a high-gloss 
finish to the metal, I'd recommend “roughing it up" 
a tiny bit with some very, very fine steel wool or 
emery paper, so the primer (and finish) coats will 
have something to "hold on to". 


Zinc chromate ALSO works well as a primer for 

other metals as well. You can buy it in aerosol cans 
at most any hardware store (Ace Hardware, Home 

Depot, Builders' Square, etc...).

I rigged up a circuit last night to test the device under these 
conditions and found a transconductance of 12,000 umhos. This was with 
+4V on G2 and -0.02V on G1 and with a DC drain current of 10 mA. With 40 
mV P-P 990 Hz (close enough to 1kHz) in, the output from the drain with 
a 470 drain resistor was 220 mV P-P. 


12,000 umhos = (.22V) (1*10%6 umhos/mho)/(470 ohm) (.04V) 


With -0.5V on G1 the ID fell to 3.4 mA and the transconductance was 


9,600 umhos. At -1.0V on G1 the ID was only 0.2 mA and the 
transconductance was 2,650 umhos. 


I had a look at the Philips data sheets for some of their modern dual 
gate fets and this behavior agrees with their plots. I don't have an old 
Motorola Handbook but according to your info and other that I gleaned 
from sources, this device looks like a MPF131 type.

I also use Zinc Air Batteries in my hearing aids. I have found that the 
DURACELL Brand (DA312) (1.4 Volt) actually do last a bit longer than other 
brands. 

DA312HB replaces Zinc Air: 

312HPX ,AC312E ,AC312,L312ZA,312A,312AE,R3212ZA,B347PA,ME7Z.

The AVERAGE life seems to be 9 Days for the DA312 Cell. This is continuous 
duty during the day and turned off for about 8 hours at night. 


I use STARKEY INTRA IV Brand Inner ear Hearing Aids. 


The following information was obtained from the spec. sheet: 


Battery Simulator: Voltage 1.25 Volts, Impedence 2.5 Ohms, Current 0.93 
mA. 


"Est. battery life in 16 hour days with a 312 Zinc Air; 6-7 days." 


As I stated earlier, I found a variance with different Brands of the 

312 Size batteries. I can't locate my data records, but I did study this 
for about a year or so. I generally use Duracell Brand DA312 or Radio 
Shack as a second choice. I also try to keep an eye out for "Sales" at the 
Drug Store or Radio Shack and buy a 3-6 months supply when on sale. 


A big savings over the course of a year since they sell for around $5.00 
for a package of 4 cells. 


Most cells seem to be around 0.5 to 0.8 Volts when expended. Hearing aid 
ceases to function. 


I have also been saving the spent cells with the intent of powering my 
"SMite" and "FireBall Beacons" with them. The cell is .305" in Diameter 
and .137" in thickness. Sorry, they won't fit in a soda straw. I am now 
planning to Drill out some Plastic Rod (21/64" bit will work) and make 

a special battery holder. My design can be easily made with a few simple 
tools, a plastic rod, some solder lugs, springs and setscrews. 

Brass adapter plugs can be easily made to allow for different battery 
arrangements. (Ie. use 10 new cells for a 14 Volt Battery Pack) 


I will send a sketch to QRP Quarterly Idea Exchange when I get a 
chance to put it on paper. I am planning on 12 cells at .5 V each for a 
6V Battery. Make 2 for HI power :%) 


No financial interest in the above mentioned products. Hope this is 
useful information for some of you.

Hi Terry, I didn't see the responses to your posting so just 
have a few comments. Contrary to what Kurt Sterba said ina 
recent column, SWR is not the ratio of forward power to 
reflected power. Here's the formula that I use for SWR 

given forward power and reflected power are known. Take the 
square root of both forward power and reflected power. Then 
SWR is equal to the sum of those two quantities divided by 
the difference between those two quantities. Trying to do 
the formula in ASCII results in: 


SWR = (SQR(P+) + SQR(P-))/(SQR(P+) - SQR(P-)) 


Where P+ is the forward power and P- is the reflected power 
and SQR(P+) means the square root of the forward power. 


For instance, if P+ 100w and P- equals 25w, 
SWR = (10+5)/(10-5) = 3:1. 


When we have a properly tuned antenna tuner between the 
transmitter and the antenna, we create what is called a 

Z -match which completely re-reflects all of the reflected 
power back toward the antenna, thus blocking it from 
reaching the transmitter final amp, and we have an SWR=1:1 
between the transmitter and the antenna tuner. 


However, if we do not have a tuner in the circuit and we 

have reflected power, it reaches the final amp. The design 
of the final amp causes what happens next. Most commercial 
final amps fold-back their power output to protect themselves 
from reflected energy. Most QRP rigs do not. A transmitter 
with the same output impedance as the transmission line, e.g. 
50 ohms resistive, will absorb all the reflected energy. A 
transmitter with an output impedance not equal to 50 ohms 
will re-reflect some of the reflected energy. A transmitter 
with an output impedance approaching zero or infinity ohms 
will re-reflect most of the reflected energy. 


Depending on phasing, reflected energy flowing through the 
final amp will either increase the current or increase the 
voltage. An increase in current will cause higher dissipation 
in the final amp. An increase in voltage xcanx (not will) blow 
the final amp. 


Moral is: Use an antenna tuner if possible.

Terry, JI use to worry about SWR almost as much as a Hell's Angel worries 
about bad breath :) If it was below about 10 to 1, that was OK by me. But 
those old tube rigs like the Drake and the Tempo were a lot more forgiving 
than transistors. It can be done, but it is hard to beep a set of 6JS6C's 
away. If you are using one of Dave's SW-XX kits, I believe you will find a 
Zeener big enough to bleed most of it off in time to save your final. I 
would fine a tuner or better yet work on getting a more resonant antenna. A 
tuner is fine for fooling the transmitter into behaving as it thinks it is 
looking at a matched load, but the antenna hasn't been informed :) It will 
not transmit any better as it is off resonance. Get the antenna to 
resonance and you will notice a marked difference in your receive as well as 
the signal reports you get back. CU Mitch

Terry, 
The antenna may not be the problem since the TenTec seems to do OK with it. 


One possibility is that the SW40+, for some reason, is putting out RF on 
other than the expected frequency. That would explain why the TenTec works 
with the antenna. Since the resistor load is non-inductive it doesn't care 
about the output frequency hence the SWR looks OK. 


Test Procedure: 


Setup with the dummy load. Use another receiver and check for the 2x and 3x 
harmonics first by keying the xmtr and looking at the S-meter levels. Each 
harmonic should be increasingly lower in amplitudethan the fundermental 
frequencyYou may have to run the external receiver without any antenna or 
ground the input to provent overload. If you can keep the primary frequency 
level in the rcevr to around S9 or less then the harmonics should be lower 
than S5-6. Regardless they should be much less than the primary frequncy. 
If that fails to show anything significant and you have a scope then look 
the keyed RF output across the resistor load is seen if its clean (single 
sine wave that doesn't look distorted). If you don't have a scope use a 
general coverage receiver and manually tune through the HF spectrum while 
keying looking for an unwanted oscillation. They are sometimes hard to find 
without test equipment and they could be in the VHF ox UHF range. If all 
tests look good with the dummy load then retest with the GAP while 
observing. Make these tests as short as possible since you will be radiating 
something. 


Don't forget to check your power supply for good clean stable DC voltage. 
See if you can spot any differences in the voltage between key up and key 
down. Big changes would be suspect.

a 50 Ohm non-inductive dummy on the output of the WM-2 and the SW40+ 
showed 

2 Watts out and just the slightest wiggle of reflected power. I then 
replaced the dummy load with the coax to the Gap and got about 7 watts out 
and 5 watts reflected. Shut it off A.S.A.P. and touched Q6...hot,hot, 
hot. 

End of experiment. 

The only thing I can say at this point is that clearly the Gap is 
driving the SW40+ crazy. 

I have a tuner and can make the radio play, which is what I'll do 
temporarily. This afternoon I constructed a 300 Ohm twinlead fed 80 meter 
dipole. Since the weather front is changing to pure nasty, tomorrow 
should 
be about right for messing around getting the antenna up into the trees. 

I intend to see if a different antenna will get better results with 
the 
SW40+. I am still confounded as to why the Tentec handles it fine and the 
SW40+ reacts so poorly. Plus, the new antenna will give me a different 
polarization to hopefully make my station more versatile. 


This problem has given me the impetus to review several chapters of 
the 
Handbook, do some thinking and do a little testing and building. Several 
ways to address a problem, only one path to choose...for something as 
invisible as RF, it sure presents a concrete problem at times. 

I appreciate all who have given thoughts, suggestions, opinions and 
chapter references and formula advice.

Hello Mitch, 


What you say is not generally valid. Resonance of the antenna is not 
essential for antenna efficiency. Non-resonance may lead to high SWR on 
the feed line and this may cause high loss (in the case of coax), but 
consider this: 


I use a 2 x 19,3 m doublet with open line feed matched ('tuned') at the 
TX end to the 50 Ohm design impedance of the TX with a balanced coupler. 
Of course, on most ham bands the 2 x 19,3 m is nowhere near resonance. 


Aside: Even at resonance (somewhere in or near 80m) the antenna will be 
low impedance and not a good match for the 450 Ohm open line. So there 
is still a high SWR on the line even though the antenna is resonant. 


However, it radiates well on all bands and (the feed line) has little 
loss. 


What is important is to have high current points (nodes) in the antenna 
elements itself. That is where an antenna radiates most. At the ends of 
an element the current must be zero, and so you draw the wave form along 
the element starting at zero current from the end towards the feed 
point. At a quarter wave's distance from the end will be the first 
current node. This should preferably be on the antenna (and not in the 
feed line). 


Only with (long/thin) coax feed lines is it necessary to have low SWR on 
the line to avoid high line losses. Antenna resonance may help to 
achieve this. Added bonus of having an antenna that is a good match to 
the (50 Ohm) feed line is avoiding an antenna tuner with it's associated 
losses and/or bulk (if operating portable).

QRP'ers, 


You may remember a post a few weeks ago where I (very briefly) described 
how I aligned my Elmer101 without any other test equipment or another Ham 
with a receiver. Bascially, I took it to Radio Shack and "tested out" one 
of their receivers. They let me do it, but seemed a little confused; I'm 
not sure how many times it could be done in a particular store. Also, the 
dinky little receiver they let me use didn't have a BFO, so I was going by 
the "Tuned" LED brightness. 


After that posting, I received several e-mails, some congratulating me on 
inventiveness and one person offering to tune my radio for me if I cared to 
mail it to them. That offer was extremely kind, but I couldn't bear to be 
radio-less again after having been so for so long! (cue the dramatic lighting) 


I found another, even more useful tool for finding out precisely what 
frequency I'm on, so I decided to share it, in case any other brand-new 
hams like me are out there wondering what to do. Before too long, I'll 
probably order a FreqMite from Small Wonder Labs anyway, but in the 
mean-time, this is a workable solution. Once again, the surprisingly 
accurate maxim proves true: "You can find it on the Internet!" 


Following links through several ham pages, somebody had a link to 
<http://www.chilton.com/scripts/radio/R8-receiver>. This page gives one 
tuning control of a receiver in Reston, VA and allows one to download audio 
output from that receiver. Wow! I've had the most success by finding loud 
signals on my SW-40, guessing where that signal was (from my earlier, 
rudimentary tuning), and then looking (listening) around for the same 
Signal on the web-receiver. Take a pencil, and mark the found frequency on 
a carefully trimmed floppy disk label I pasted behind the tuning dial. 
Granted, this method's a little slow as I wait for audio clips to download 
on my 14.4K modem, but it works pretty well if you can make reasonable 
guesses. 


My original idea was to transmit myself and listen to receive my own 
transmission in VA. No dice there, though. So it looks like this web-site 
will also be useful for testing propogation from Abilene, TX to Virginia. :-) 


Here's hoping this idea's helpful to someone! Thanks, by the way, to 
several who've offered and attempted skeds with me. No luck yet, and now 
that school is going to have me tied hand & key for a couple weeks, I won't 
have much time to try in the real near future. But I'll be getting back to 
you!
